Special Election 
On Amendments 
ia Few Months 


Montgomery — In the next 
few months the people of Ala- 
bama will go to the polls to 
vote on six constitutional amen~ 
dments recently passed by the 
legislature. By far the most sig- 
nificant amendment is the one 
sponsored by Senator James Al- 
len of Gadsden which provides 
for the legislature to convene 
itself upon written approval of 
two-thirds membership of both 
houses in a 10-day session. 

Gov. James Folsom has an- 
nounced that he will stump the 
state in opposition to the mea- 
sure. He said of the amendment, 
‘This is plainly an attempt » by 
the legislature to encroach upon 
the executive department. It 
was begun by the special privi- 
lege groups who are looking for 
every chance to checkmate my 
administration.’ 

Meanwhile, proponents of the 
plan said that it was not drawn 
with any intention of reflecting 
upon the integrity of the gover- 
nor. 

The above amendment and 
the one affecting DeKalb Coun- 
ty offered by Speaker Bill Beck 
will be voted on three months 
after the legislature adjourns, 4 
date which will fall around the 
first of the year. 

Beck’s measure provides for a 
four mill tax on each dollar of 
taxable property in DeKalb 
County. The revenue collected 
by this amendment will, if pass- 
ed by the voters, be used as @ 
hospital fund for DeKalb Coun- 
ty. 

The following four amend- 
ments will be voted on at the 
next general election in Novem- 
ber, 1948: 

1. Reps. Meeks, Adams, Beaty, 
of Jefferson—To establish a two 
cent cigarette tax in Jefferson 
County. 

2. Rep. Shelton of Tuscalodsa 
—To fix the pay of jurors in 
Tuscaloosa County at $5 per day 

3. Reps. Adams, Beatty, Dum- 
as, Meeks, and Gibson of Jeffer- 
son—To fix the salary of the 
Jefferson County sheriff at $8,- 
500. 

4. Rep. Taylor of Autauga—To 
create a Court of Common Pleas 
for Autauga; abolish the Civil 
and Criminal Court and County 
Court; allow the present judge 
of Civil and Criminal Court ser- 
ve as judge of new court until 
next election; and set the new 
judge’s salary at not less than 
$1600 or more than $2400.

Week Observed 
October 5-11 


Urging employers in Coffee 
County to test for themselves 
the ability and job performance 
of men and women with physi- 
cal limitatiins, W. ‘T. Porter, 
District Supervisor, Vocational 
Rehabilitation Service, Box 628, 
Andalusia, asserted today that 
rehabilitated workers are mak- 
ing good in all kinds of jobs be- 
cause they have been especially 
prepared and placed. 

This statement was made in 
connection with ‘National Em- 
ploy the Physically Handicapped 
Week’ which is to be observed 
locally October 5-11, by procla- 
mation of the President and Go- 
vernor Folsom. 

All that the handicapped ask 
is the opportunity to compete 
fir those vacancies in Coffee 
County stores, offices, shops, ser- 
vice establishments and factor- 
ies on equal terms with the able 
bodied. They do not ask for 
special privileges, concessions or 
sympathy; they ask only that 
employers consider their abili- 
ties—not brush them aside be- 
cause of physical disability. 

There isn’t a single job that 
some man or woman with a 
physical or emotional impair- 
ment cannot perform well. Very 
few jobs require all physical ca- 
pabilities. Perfect physical spe- 
cimins are rare today, and for- 
tunately for the great majority 
of human beings, the modern 
industrial and business system 
does not require them, 

The handicapped have made 
countless contributions to the 
betterment of the world we live 
in—and they will continue to 
improve it, Certainly, the world 
is the better for having known 
the genius of Charles Steinmetz, 
Thomas A. Edison, Ludwig von 
Bethoven, Sarah Bernhardt, 
John Milton, Lord Nelson, Ro- 
bert Louls Stevenson—all handi- 
capped.

Montgomery — Former gover- 
nof of Alabama Chauncey 
‘Sparks boarded a Washington- 
bound airliner here Tuesday to 
attend to ‘certain matters’ be- 
fore leaving on an inspection 
tour of American occupied Ger- 
many. 

The purpose of the tour, the 
ex-governor said, is to familiar- 
ize himself with the operations 
of the civil governments in se- 
veral German cities in order 
that he might further consider 
an offer which recently came to 
him through the War Depart- 
ment regarding Sparks’ accep- 
tance of the civil governorship 
of one of three cities under the 
military jurisdiction of Gen. 
Lucius B. Clay, commander of 
the American occupied zone. 

Sparks said that, should he 
decide to accept the position, he 
may be prevailed upon by the 
War Department to serve as 
civil chief executive in any one 
of three metropolitan areas— 
Munich, Stuttgart, or Berlin. 

Four ex-governors have al- 
ready preceded Sparks in the 
aceptance of civil government 
positions in Germany and are 
now serving in that capacity. 

Acording to the present struc- 
ture of American civil govern- 
ments in Germany, the civil go- 
vernor is given practically the 
same administrative powers aS 
are enjoyed by state governors 
in this country. Only in instan- 
ces which involve internal se- 
curity are occupational gover- 
nors responsible to the military.

Search For Yellow 
Fever Hero Is 
Declared Over 


For 18 years the Treasury De- 
partment searched for Pyt. Wal- 
lace W. Forbes. Just recently 
it declared the search ended, but 
without success. Instead of lo- 
cating the one-time soldier and 
awarding him the $5,000 gold 
medal that had been struck for 
him for extraordinary heroism, 
the department was forced to 
conclude that he was dead, The 
medal will go to his oldest sur- 
viving relative, Mrs. Myrtle S. 
Poole, 70, of Hollywood. 

The reason for the enduring 
search is that Pvt. Forbes was 
one of the 21 men who volun- 
tarily submitted to yellow fever 
experiments. Much glory has 
been attached to the self-sacri- 
ficing nature of these men’s act, 
which took place a half century 
ago. But Pvt. Forbes never put 
himself forward to receive his 
share of honor. 

Besides the gold medal, Pvt. 
Forbes would have received 4 
pension of $125 a month for the 
rest of his life. The accumulated 
pension amounted to $30,000, 
but now it is being returned to 
the treasury. 

A phase of his career that

Francisco, in 1926. A decision to 
pardon him on grounds of his 
heroism did not help to bring 
him back to public life. The last 
that was heard of him is that he 
went to Cuba and married.

One of the important tools of the 
government movement to maintain 
adequate stocks of wildlife is the 
setting aside of various kinds of 
reserved areas, such as nature 
parks, sanctuaries, game preserves 
and native hunting preserves.

M. L, Carroll, of New Brockton 
planted blue lupine this fall for 
the first time. He fertilized the 
lupine with phosphate. He used 
a mule-drawn peanut planter to 
plant the lupine seed. He plant- 
ed a row of lupine in each mid- 
dle where peanuts were dug. Lu- 
pine planted like this usually 
comes up to a good stand. Also, 
less harm is done the lupine 
plants by hogs rooting for pea- 
nuts. This is about the best way 
for a farmer with one or two 
mules to plant lupine. 

S. A. Kelley, a neighbor of Mr. 
Carroll, has five acres of lupine 
up to a good stand. His lupine 
was planted about two weeks 
ago. He used the same method 
as Mr. Carroll to plant .the seed. 

A Soil Conservation Service 
worker is helping Mr. Kelley and 
Mr. Carroll. He is helping them 
make soil conservation plans for 
their farms. He will give them 
advice and help in carrying out 
the plan. Blue lupine is only one 
of the crops to be used on their 
farms to control erosion. You 
can get one of these workers to 
help you make a plan for your 
farm. 

Blue lupine is the best winter 
County. It 
should be used on every farm to 
follow dug peanuts and cotton.

Montgomery — At the end of 
the fiscal year September 30 the 
State Department of Revenue 
had collected $76,541,785 in taxes
